Worship eithe Moqauis Iadians. 
" {From the Deseret News.) 


The Moquis occupy six viiliages, loca- 
ted some distance south of the Colorado 
river. Elder Hatch estimates thé num- 
ber of inhabitants at about 3,000. Walpie 
is the name of theprinciplevilliage. They 
differ from Indians generally in complex- 
ion, having dark hair and eyes instead of 
black, and dark brown skin, but not cop- 
per-colored. Their religion cannot be 
strictly called idolatrous, as they do not 
worship images, but consider them the 
representation of ideas. Their religious 
rites and ceremonies appear to be sim- 
ple, and at least harmless in their tenden- 
cies. They eall their deity ‘Toaw-wan-e 
ha,’ or Sun Father. They believe that he 
governs that orb, and has the dispensing 
of his blessings of light and heat. This 
God-is represented by an image, made 
of wood and stone,of a favorite chief, 
who died more that three generations ago. 
This personage now residesin the heayens, 
from which he dispenses the blessings of 
life, and especiallythose of rain and fruit- 

ul seasons ypon the faithfal. If his chil- 
dren are not humble and obedient, he 
punishes them by withdrawing his bless- 
ings. The How-—we—ona, or sacred temple, 
is the head worship ofthe village; but at 


ted bythe laborers, and used exclusively 
for sacred performances. The represen- 
tive oftheir deity sits enthroned on a rude 
pedestal in the north end of the building. 
its head and breast are decorated with 
costly beads, and feathers, and strings of 
sacred sea-shells, which were worn by their 
fathers who came, from the sea shore. 
The eyes of the image are directed to the 
middie of the floor, were are placed wood- 
en images of alj kinds of domestic fowls, 
such as doves, chickens, &c. ese 
im are inted and decorated with 
fi in imitation of nature. By the 
side of these images of fowls are placed 
the skins of wild beasts, hung 
onapole of the musical plant; among 
these, that of the fox predominates, as 
that animal is consid moresacred than 
others. Corn and water are placed be- 
fore the fowls. In worshipping their dei- 
ty, the men form in rows in front of the 
image, and speak and sing in his praise, 
accompanied by the music of rade instru- 
ments, among which was a carigsly con- 
structed flute, which had descended to 
them frem their forefathers. There was 
but one religious ceremony in which the 
women joined withthe men. The head 
workshop isthe great central place of 
worship ina village, but there are other 
minor ones. The principal religious cere- 
ponies take place in the month of Febru- 
ary. Inthe centre of the village isa 
pubhe square, where there is a wide stone 
altar about two feet high and three feet 
square. On this sacrifices of food are 
laid on sacred days. Among these offer- 
ings is a small buckskin cap containing 
holy meal. Around this altar men dance 
in rotation, . During this ceremony the 
aged men and women of the village take a 
pinch of the holy meal, breath on it, 
sprinkle a little on the backs of the dan- 
cers, and throw a little to the west, east, 
north and south. This is the signal for 
the dance tobreak up. The ideas and 
principles of their rehgion are eminently 
utilitarian. They dictate’ all the rela- 
tions of life, They religiously abhor an 
indolent man, and order is the first law o 

every household, and of every public in- 
stitnfion and ceremony. They enforce 
habifs of industry by precept, example, 
and exhortation, asis_ well illustrated by 
the following anecdote: When Elder 
Hatch and his companions first visited 
the Méquis, Tilam-maevas ‘the principal 
chief of the Oriba village. To obtain that 
position a man must be noted for his in- 
dustry, energy, end perseverance. From 
some cause he became indolent and un- 
thrifty.

Is \mere a more complete succese of one armed 
foe over another detailed in history? We 
think net; for in overcoming Napoleon King 
William hes scattered his family, overthrown 
hie dyvasty, and even rendered him contemp- 
tibie, personally, in the eyes of the people he 
governe 

And yei King William continues the occu- 
pation of the points he bas gained in France 
‘till beleagners the forwresses of Metz and 
Strasbourg, and is marching with heavy col- 
vimos On Paris itself. _Napoieon is no longer 
bis objective point. Napoleon has dropped 
so completely out of the war that his name is 
barely mentioned in the news dispatches. He 
wages war now against the Republic of 
France, and not against the Empire; against 
Jules Favre and Victor H and Leon Gam- 
betta, not egainet Napoleon; agaiust the peo- 
ple, not against a dynasty. 

“he new pagmnitc rejoiced injthe captdre of 
Napoleon as e Prussians and the 
Prussian King rejoiced. Its first breath was 
accorded it through a great Prussian vietory. 
It would have remained dormant for many 
years yet if the Prussians had been defeated 
as Napoleon was, If William of Prussia 
really meant war against Napoleon alone, tis 
war isended, He has no rigat now to wage 
war agalust Repubiican France, inimical to 
Napoleon, or to force upon her the con- 
sequence of the war against Napoleon.

An Account of the Voyage of the 
Smailest Craft That Ever Crossed 
the Ocean. 

The two mautical adventurers who set out 
to cross the broad Atlantic in a tiny, minia. 
ture creft of less than two tons arrived safely 
at Boston, September 8, a been ninety- 
nine days from Liverpool and eighty from 
Queenstown. Their voyage, as may be sup- 
posed, has been attended with numerous 
perils, and as an instanceof daiing it is prob- 
ably the most remarkable ever known, even 
surpessing the famo.s voyage of the Red, 
* White and Biae from New York to London a 

few years since, = 

John Charies buckley, who Conceived aud 
directed the voyage, is a middle-aged and in- 
telligent [rishmac, belonging in Dublin, and 
the companion who accompanied bim is a 
middle-aged Austrian, by the name of Nicho- 
las Primorez, both old folloggrs of the sea. 
Mr. Buckley, about six mon since, was, as 
he termed it, “taken witha whim’’ tbat he 
would like to distamguish bimeelf by sailing 
over here in the smallest possible craft that 
ever croseed the ocean. He errr 4 pur- 
chased a little bark-rigged vessel, fitted her up 
for his parece christening ber the City of 
Ragusa, and, with his companion and a@ fayor- 
ite dog, started for America. In size the lit- 
tle eeems almost too dimiuvaotiv 
for safety cyen to cross the Huds 
rniyer during a moderate blow. Her length 
over all is only twenty feet, her breadth icss 
thap six, she draws only about two feet of 
water, she isa fraction Jess than two tons 
burthep, and spreads between seventy and 
emgbiy ip rx of canvas. 
her w of similar liliputian dimensions. The 
cabin 18 almost a farce, as eversthing else is 
in point of size, Lut with a wise economiziag 
of every inch of space, the two plucky mari- 
ui rm managed to get along, although such a 
thing as rendering themselyes comfortable 
was entirely out of the question, They lett 
Liverpool on Thursday, June 2, the occasion 
of their departure being made a graod gala 
day. end thousands and thousands 
gathered at the. wharves to bid them 
goodbye and wish them a God speed. 
They took on board a quantity of corned 
beef and other preserved. meats, 500 pounds 
of coal, about gallons of water and a ton 
of ballast. They cleared for New York, but 

Japtain Buckley changed his mied afterwards, 

made for this port, taking the northern 
course, Or substantially the same one taken by 
the Cambila in ber race with the Dauntless. 

Ten days was consumed in the voyage from 

Liverpool to Queenstown, and upon arriving 

at the latter port she put in four days for re- 

pairs, leaving finally on the moroing of ‘Tours- 
day, Juve 16, with the cheers and prayers of 
thousands. There were strong westerly winds 
almost from the beginning of the journey to 
the end, and twoor three heavy gales. The 
most severe of these, however, was on Sat- 
urcay night last, when the Ragusa was off 

eorge’s Banks. Numerous vessels in 
that vicinity were wrecked at the time, but 
this little fragile craft, with not a plask in 
her over bali an inch im thickness, danced 
around on the mad waves the whole night 
long, coming out ali right in the morning 
with only the loss of the jib. The first thirty- 
five days of the voyage the weather was uni- 

. formly rough, and not for a moment during 

this whole time did either Captain Byckley 

or his tellow ters enjoy the luxury of a stitch 
of dry clothing, The water not only poured 
in upon them unmercifully over the deck, but 
the bark commenced leakiog badly, and one 
man had to be constantly working the little 
hand-pumps, which they were fortunately 
yrerined with. With little or no sleep for 

ays and nights in succession, the adventurers 
became ex dand weary, and with visions 
of a watery grave before them, they now be- 
gan to repent of their singular undertaking. 

A fire kindled in the stove was speedily 

quenched by the dashing sea, and for three 

weeks or more they had to subsist on 
raw meat and hard bread. Their best 
day’s rup, however, was under these 
trying circumstances, when they made 

163 miles.. Their slowest day’s run, eleven 

miles; but the average speed of the entire 

¥O Waa about four knots an bour. When 
at length there came an interruption of a few 
days’ fine weather, and the exbausted men 

were about to indulge in the rarity of a 

cooked meal, they discovered that their kind- 

ling wood had been washed away. In vain 
they tried to kindle a coal fire with the few 
appliances at hand, and finally yf gaye it up 
in diegust and despair. During this melan- 
choly frame of mind their spirts brightened 
one dsyy the sight of a floating barrel, and 
when it was picked up it was found to con- 
tain about halfa dozen lons of tar, an 
article never more timely found in the hour 
of ite greatest need, It uut only served them 
for kindling fuel, but alsowas found useful 
for caulking purposes, and the leaking craft 
was very soon repaired. Wheoin the neigh 
borhood of Cape Clear a couple of mam- 

moth whales paid the voysgers a 

visit, one of them coming up _ along- 

side #80 yt me near that Captain 

Buckley reached over and placed his hand on

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. 


A Letter from the Nurse: of the Cri-« 
mea. 
{From the Revolution. } 

[The editor of the Reyolution is happy to 
have received from London, and herewith to 
reprint, a copy of a letter by Miss Florence 
Nightivgale to Sir Harry Verney, coucerning 
the care of the sick ard wounded in the pres- 
ent French and Prussian war. } 

AvUGuUsT 2, 1870, ) 

Anniversary of Sir Sidney Herbert's d-ath, 

Nine sears ago. 

My Dear Str Harry Verney: In answer 
to. your twice urged inquiry respecting the 
seciety for the help of the sick and wounded 
in this awful war (may God’s best blessing go 
with it, as must the sompathicsof al! who 
havea heart in their bodies) what strike; 
me 18 this: 

This lamentable, this deadly war, haa found 
us without any organization wherewith to 
proceed at once to tne assistance of our snuf- 
—s brothers and sisters across the Chan- 
nel, 

There is, nevertheless, an organization in 
existence, having branches a other 
places, 10 Berlin avd Paris. There is, I be- 
lieve, a common codec of regulations pointing 
out the Kind of supplies wnich ought to be 
sent to the field hospitals, togethér with the 
steps to be taken to ipsure their neutraliza- 
tion and disiribution. Had we in this coun- 
try proceeded with the same activity as has 
been shown on both sides in: this war, we 
should pot be callieg meetings to inquire 
what ought to be done, and where the funds 
ought to come from. 

e have no practical knowledge of how to 
go about the work ourselves, but we can as- 
sist those who are epgaged in it. I would 
venture to suggest (if this has not veen done 
already, whic —— it has,) that an active 
business committee be at once formed. Fands_ 
must, of course, in the first instance, be ob- 
tained, and while this preliminary and neces- 
sary work is being done the proposed com- 
mittee should communicate with the branch 
organizations in Paris and Berlin, and obtain 
from them the requisite informution (if not 
yet obtained) as to the kind of supplies they 
require and most want, and that these be 
made up, according to the patterns, with as 
little delay as possible, and plaeed at the dis- 
posal of the branch organizations in the two 
capital cities, to be by them distributed ac- 
cording to the necessities of the hospitals oa 
both sides at the seat of war. 

lf supplies in kind are sent from this coun- 
try to the seat of war, it would be necessary 
to obtain the nentraljzation until they arrived 
at their destination. 
ihem would need safe conducts. 

If the two (French and German) branch 
organizations reqtire only money, the whole 
work would be simplified by sending moaey 
aply, and allowing the respective branches to 
experd it. I need only s st, because 
Enghshmen wiil always see fair play done, 
that the most rigid impartiality should be ob- 
served in the division of funds. There will 
probably be a demand for efficient nurses, 
bo men and women, and in 
this probability [ wonld venture 
say from my own experience, that 
any who undertake such work must not be 
sentimental enthusiasts, bu. downright lovers 
of hard work. If there is any work which is 
simple, stern reality, it is tha: of waiting on 
the sick and wounded after a battle in war 
hospitals, attending to and managing the 
thousand and one hard, dry, ptactical details 
which, nevertheless, mainly determine the 
question as to whether your sick or wounded 
should live or die. If there is any nonsense 
in peopte’s ideas of what hospital nursing is, 
one day of real duty will rootit out. But are 
they capable of one day of real duty? There 
are things to be done and things to be seen 
which at once separate the true metal from 
tinkling brass, both among menand wonen. 
Aud then comes long, patient, uuremitting, 
ceaseless toil, anxiety, and responsibility for 
thoee who can bearit. Let persons who may 
wish to serve in this work examine and test 
their own motives and fitness. I feel com- 
pelled to say this because we have no organi- 
zation and uo nurses or other agents. But to 
thoge who can in any degree estmate the true 

reatness of the work, and woald wish te 
fous mit, {1 would say let them offer them- 
selves. Let the committee keep a rezister of 
such, when satisfied as far as they can be of 
fitness; and such can then be sent out, under 
arrangements made with the local organiza- 
tious, to where they are most wantea. If 
could rise from my bed of illness 50 as to be 
of any use, I should before now bave been off 
to wherever the authorities would accept my 
services to where most they are wanted. If f 
cannot, there are better than me who will be | 
able and willing to go uoder this awfal emer- | 
geney which has come over Europe. Those

Tife wonderful educational progress, the 
inventions and scientific diseoveries that, 
during the first half of the present century, 
have given a new impetus to human 
thought and surrounded with new condi- 
tions the life and labors of mankind bid 
fair to be followed by an era of great po- 
litical changes. The old order of things 
in Europe does not satisfy the demands of 


Germany and France are startling phe- 
nomena—the first shocks of a great up- 
heaval that cannot cease untilthe forces 
which put it in motion find their equi- 
librium in a new adjustment of the po 
litical surface. Before that is accom- 
plished many an old landmark will be 
enguiphed under a new level. Imperial- 
iam has already disappeared trom France. 
Kivg WILLIAM cannot restore it, and Re- 
publicanism in France means revolution 
and sore trials,if not sudden death to 
monarchy in Germany. All Europe will 
demand a voice in the settlement of this 
war, and there seems little ground tor 
hope that vast compiications and inter- 
minable bloodshed can be svoided. 


The Republican journals of the North 
went pretty earnestly into the recruiting 
service at the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war and waved the German col- 
ors in a spirit of ardent devotion to the 
cause of German unity. They seemed to 
regard NapoLxgon as the friend of German 
secessionists and King WILLIAM as a e2ec- 
oad edition of the lamented Lusco.y, 
fighting for the life of some imaginary 


King Wri.1am is found making war apon 
a French republic and refusing to recog- 
nize any one as the representative of 
French nationality except the discrowned 
usurper whom he supports im imperil 
state in one of the royal palaces of Ger- 
many. The American Government makes 
haste to recognize the Republic, and the 
American sympathy, too strong for party 
tactics, brings all the Republican papers, 
but one or two, over to the side of France. 
We are inclined to think that their posi- 
tion will noteeriously affect the interests 
of either Germany or France, but we hope 
our German fellow-citizens will now learn 
how little American lip-service is worth 
toany foreign nationality, and how little 
they can influence European events by 
their yotes In this country. Our parties 
divide upon domestic questions only, and 
neithér one ot them will dare to hazard a 
single American interest in supporting any 
European cause. 


Who Was Deteated? 

The Republicans in the North have been 
informed by a telegraphic dispatch trom 
this city that the nommation of Hon. Borp 
WINCHESTER by the Lagrange Convention 
was a defeat of the CouRIER-JOURNAL, 
and a sign that the Democrats of Kentucky 
will demand that the next Democratic 
National Convention shall adopt hostility 
to the present ciyil status of the negro as a 
part of its plattorm. We believe that the 
result of the balloting is construed in 
the same way by certain Kentucky papers 
that imagme they are fighting the 
CovuRiER-JOURNAL.

A Man Loses His I Lite ia a Dispute 
Over Twenty Certs. 

On Saturday a barbecue was eiven at Hays’, 
near Fairmount, in this county. Everything 
passed Off pleasantiy untli late in the efierpoon, 
when a difficulty cccurred between Thos. Lewis 
and Mortimer Wiggiagton, whica resulced ia the 
death of the latter. 

Wiggitngton was on his way to the bar te get a 
drink, and meciing Lewis asked him to accom- 
pany him. Lewis accepted the Inyitauion and 
the two drank beer and Wiggingcwon paid for it 
and left. Lewis remained at the bar and drank 
two glassea of beer, and when he went to pay for 
them ithe harkeeper demanded twenty er 
Lewis decitned to pay twenty cents, 
that Wiggington bad paid for the frattwo Soe 
Shartly afier leaving the bar he met Wiggiugton, 
and reproached him for inviting him to drink, 
and then ‘eaving the bill unpaid. Wiggington 
replied that he had paid for the drinks, and coulda 
prove it by the bar-keeper. They returned to 
the bar, and the bar-keeper corroborated the 
statement of Wigzington, saying that payment 
had been demanded, of Lewts by mistake. This 
apparentiy settled the difficulty. Shertiy after 
this it was again r. newed by Lewis, » Bo accused

Wiggington said, ‘Give me one,” to which 
Lewis replied: ‘I would be ad—d fool to give 
you a pistol] te shoot me with,” 

The next the ®y-standers gaw of them Wig- 
gington and Lew tb had pistolsdrawn. Wig- 
gington’s pistol snapped be staried to run. 
Lewis comme poed 8 at lem and fred four 
sbots. Wiggington, as he rad, held his pistol be- 
bind him and fired one shot. At thefourth shot 
fred by Lewis, Wiggington fell to the 
ground, Upon going .to his assistance 1: 
was found that be was eshotinthe arm and ia 
the back pari of bia bead. He was takento the 
residence of Mr. Hale, near the barbecue 
grounds, where he died at 83g o’clock p. m. 
Coroner Weber was notified, aad held an ia- 
quest yesterday morning. The jury returned a 
verdict Im accordance with the above facts. 
Lewis and a man named Daniel Briscoe, whe 
was in soMe way connect d witb the difficulty, 
were arresied by Officers Cave and Hines yester- 
day afternoon and Jedged In Jali here. They gil 
be presented before the Clty Court this m 
jog.

Arrival of Freneh Prisoners at Berlin. 

A correspondent of the New York Post 
writes: ‘‘A Germancrowd waiting for some 
coming event is a sightto behold, and an ex- 
ampee tothe world not ouly of patience but 
of quietness aud of good temper. You 
must use. your imagication a little, for J 
doubt if youever saw in’ America, and par- 
ticularly In New York, a apr of at least 
five thousand people (avd per “r three times 
that number) wait an entire afternoon with- 
out moving from their places and without one 
tlogle “*asill’’ torelseve the monoto of this 
unbroken peace.
